MARY HELEN SCHROPP LEOSER. 

Mrs. Leoser was the second daughter of Abraham S. and 
Caroline S. (Guetter) Schropp and was born in Bethlehem on 
August 2Sth, 1868. She attended the Moravian Parochial 
School there until 1882 when she entered Linden Hall Semi- 
nary at Lititz, where she was a pupil until Christmas of 1884. 

She took an active interest in church work and was one of the 
first teachers in the Laurel Street Sunday School. 

On January 13, 1892, she was married to Thomas Smith 
Leoser, of New York City, residing in Elizabeth, N. J., until 
1902. Three children were born to them ; Thomas S., Jr., John 
and Ruth, the daughter, however, dying when 16 months old.
